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TOO MANY BUREAUCRATS. 


Former Senator Beveridge did one fine 
thing in his Bunker Hill speech the other 
day. 
In the language of the 
New York 
Herald, he fired a very “hot shell into the 
fcrt 
of 
bureaucracy/’ 
He 
spoke 
ort 
strongly and clearly against the fast-grow- 
inr expansion of 
the 
powers of £overn- 
ment. 
He argued with great earnestness 
for the restriction of government in Ameri­ 
ca n. 
“Governmert supervision of and in­ 
terference with human life and activities in 
v,he United States bids fair,” he declared, 
wto break down our entire experiment in 
^pillar self government,” and in support 
&f this view he continued: 
“Consider this appalling fact! 
One 
adult person out of every twenty per­ 
sons engaged in business or industry 
in this country is a government agent, 
offical or employe— I mean, of course, 
all government, county, city, state and 
national. 
“Sometime before the civil war the 
ratio was only one in a thousand; in 
the Cleveland administration the ratio 
had risen to one in twenty; within a 
fewT years, if the same change in pro­ 
portion goes on, the ratio will be one 
in ten. 
“Today all the gold known to exist 
in the whole world would barely pay 
the total cost of government in Amer­ 
ica for only a single year. 
“Small wonder 
that 
taxes are so 
high. 
Small wonder that the spirit of 
revolt is spreading against govern­ 
ment regimentation of everybody and 
* everything. 
Small wander that there 
is growing irritation at repressive and 
autocratic 
laws. 
Human nature 
is 
human nature; human life is human 
life; and government exists for human 
beings, not human beings for govern- 
- 
ment. 
“Another astounding fact, twin sis­ 
ter of the first, is that Americans are 
by law forbidden to do more things, 
and by law, forced to do more things 
in more ways than were the Russian 
people under the Czar or the German 
people under the kaiser. 
“Moreover, nearly all of these re­ 
pressive, oppressive 
and 
autocratic 
laws 
and 
regulations 
have 
been 
forced on the statute books by selfish 
minorities of whom 
our 
lawmakers 
and administrators are in terror. 
“Take the example our restrictive 
business laws and our tax legislation; 
the reports, regulations, restrictions, 
inhibitions 
and 
directions to which 
American industry 
and 
trade must 
submit are not only maddening, but 
well night beyond human comprehen­ 
sion. 
“When is a supposedly free and en­ 
lightened country honorable and intel­ 
ligent men and women cannot under­ 
stand what is required of them by the 
tax laws; when they must go to law­ 
yers to find out what they must do 
and pay; when even 
these 
lawyers 
_ must keep pace with a stream of exe­ 
cutive interpretations, 
which 
execu­ 
tive interpretations, constantly chang­ 
ing, have the force of congressional 
legislation; 
when 
the 
government 
must maintain a vast training school 
for the instruction 
of 
government 
clerks in the auditing of tax accounts 
when 
such a condition 
exists the 
critical need of the times is not more 
government, but 
less 
government— 
decidedly less government, and most 


decidedly less autocratic government. 
“A dozen years ago that eminent 
scholar and now distinguished jour­ 
nalist, Dr. John Finley, publicly called 
attention to the fact 
that 
104 new 
public commissions had, even then, 
been created by the various states in 
a single year. 
This bureau breeding 
has gone on ever since with increas­ 
ing fecundity, and with the multipli­ 
cation of these 
tentacles of govern- 
men up goes the cost of government, 
up go taxes and down goes liberty. 
“Most public officials and employes 
are necessary and give value received 
for their salaries, but I am now talking 
about the unnecessary agents and job 
holders, the burdensome and useless 
bureaus and commissions that clutter 
government, 
complicate life, restrict 
freedom and suck the substance of the 
people. 
“America would be better off as a 
country and Americans happier and 
more prosperous as a people, if half 
of our government 
boards, 
bureaus 
and 
commissions 
were 
abolished, 
hundreds of thousands of our govern­ 
ment officials, agents 
and 
employes 
were discharged and two-thirds of our 
government regulations, 
restrictions 
and inhibitions were removed.” 
This is a striking exposition of a condi­ 
tion of affairs which for a good while now 
has been causing more and more concern 
to thoughtful citizens the country over and 
which of late has afforded rapidly increas­ 
ing cause 
for 
anxiety. 
The 
conditions 
which Mr. Beveridge attacks are not easily 
to be remedied. They do need to be watch­ 
ed and studied and worked upon. 
The 
changes which he talks about unquestion­ 
ably are taking place in our government. 
Unless the people are aroused to them and 
put on their guard they may be expected to 
go steadily on and with growing swiftness 
from bad to worse. 
Mr. Beveridge has 
sounded a warning 
which 
ought to be 
widely echoed and reechoed through the 
land. 
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MR. HARDING GETS A HINT. 


The Associated Press in its account of 
the president’s address at St. Louis, the 
first speech made on his transcontinental 
tour, says that Mr. 
Harding’s 
statement 
that the country would refuse again no less 
decisively than 
in 
1920 
to enter the 
League of Nations “got applause,” but that 
his assertion that the issue of the League of 
Nations is as dead as slavery “was passed 
over by the audience.” 
Evidently Mr. Harding’s attacks on the 
League did 
not 
strike a very responsive 
chord in his audience. 
Audiences listening 
to Presidential addresses are quick to ap­ 
plaud. 
They are likely to applaud every 
point made if they possibly can. 
When no 
applause at all greets one of the principal 
points made by a president in the course of 
his address, the fact is significant. 
In this case it means that the people of 
this country do not consider that the issue 
of the Leaue of Nations is as dead as sla­ 
very. 
It means that the president is mis­ 
taken in his apparent notion that the peo­ 
ple are against the League just as he is mis­ 
taken when he interprets the 1920 election 
as a popular rejection of the League. It is 
to be hoped that this incident at St. Louis 
will open Mr. Harding’s eyes to the fact 
that he is not taking a popular line when 
he goes out of his way to condemn the 
League. 
He seems to have slammed the League 
at St. Louis in the 
interest 
of his world 
court proposal, the idea being to empha­ 
size his contention that the court and the 
League are two totally different things and 
and that in joining the one we shall not 
be endorsing the other. 
He won’t help tho 
court proposal by this method and if he 
sticks 
to 
it 
he 
will 
deserve 
to 
fail. If this tour teaches the president that 
the bitter-enders 
at 
Washington are de­ 
ceiving him when they tell him that the 
American people are utterly opposed to 
the League, the tour will accomplish some­ 
thing, though it ought not to be necessary 
for Mr. Harding to make a 15,000 mile trip 
in order to learn the truth about this mat­ 
ter.

DOWN IN FLIGHT 


ENGINE WENT DEAD 
NEAR ST. JOSEPH 


Lieut. M&ujfhan Declares 
He’ll Make Another 
Attempt Within Week 


By thf. Associated Presa. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 9.—Lieu­ 
tenant, Russell L. Maughan, army avi­ 
ator in a dawn to dusk flight from 
New York to San Francisco was 
forced to land on a farm one half 
mile northwest of Avenue City, a vil­ 
lage nine miles northeast of St. Jos­ 
eph at 12:03 p. rn. today, Central 
Standard Time.

Victory For Poincare. 


PARIS, July 7.—That part of the 
Washington naval 
accords 
dealing 
with limitations of arm am ents and 
capital ships, w’blch created 
the 
most bitter opposition in French par­ 
liam entary and political circles the 
past year, was jammed through the 
French cham ber of deputies today in 
record time by the Poincare-Briand 
alliance. 
The half hearted opposi­ 
tion from the Socialists and com­ 
munists wras 
completely 
swamped 
and te treaty w’as adopted, 460 votes 
to 106. 
The 
argum ents 
employed 
by 
Prem ier Poincare and Form er Pre­ 
mier Briand were th a t France had 
been treated with the utm ost fair­ 
ness at W ashington, th a t limitation 
of arm am ents was tem porary so far 
as capital ships 
w ere 
concerned, 
that th* re was complete liberty of 
action by France in the building of 
light cruisers, torpedo boats, destroy­ 
ers, and subm arines and th at F ran­ 
ce’s fleet w’as essentially a defensive 
one, the speakers pointing out that 
the country did not need battleships 
as offensive weapons. 
“We resp »nded to President H ard­ 
ing’s invitation in the spirit 
w’itta 
which it wau extended ;our sacri­ 
fices were not heavier than those of 
the other nations participating in 
the conference.” 
Tis was the reply of M. Briand 
when he w’as accused by the com­ 
munists of having “surrendered the 
interests of France.” 
Prem ier Poincare and M. Briand 
had the cham ber so w’eli in hand 
that at no time did it look as though 
the necessity might arise of making 
it a question of confidence, a favor­ 
able vote being assured as soon as 
M. Guernier, reporter for the foreign 
affairs committee, abandoned 
the 
reservations contained in his report.

moment to haggle over details with 
the United States.”

ed from 37,821 gallons in 191? to 1,- 
340.443 gallons in 1922. 
The writer 
accompanied by a bootlegger named 
“Terry” as guide, told of visiting the 
rum fleets talking with the rum run­ 
ners helping transport the liquor and 
of distributing 
it 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Miami, first Btop of the Investiga­ 
tors, was described as “a city where, 
it you feel the need of a drink and 
don’t happen to have your own flask 
with you, all you need to do is wait 
in the shade of a palm tree until a 
resident comes along, ask him where 
you can find a bootlegger, and if he 
isn’t one himself, he will tell you 
where to go. 
You can buy all the 
whisky you want in Miami at five 
dollars a quart.” 
Havana and Nassau were describ­ 
ed as but two of the ports that were 
flooding 
the 
United 
States 
with 
liquor, some of it from American dis­ 
tilleries. 
“Upon the payment of the proper 
amount of graft," the waiter said, 
“you can clear out of a port with 
thousands of cases of whisky, billod 
to a legitimate point, unload it on the 
American coast, sail into the afore­ 
said legitimate port with an empty 
ship and receive a landing certificate 
showing that you arrived there with 
the very whisky you smuggled into 
the United States.” 
“In the course of our participation 
in this business 
on

Coast,” the writer continued, “Terry” 
and 
I 
bought 
booze 
in Havana, 
brought it through the customs 
at 
Key W est and sent It to friends in 
Chicago through the United States 
mail. 
We bought other 
booze 
in 
Nassau and landed it in Miami at 
the municipal pier, getting it past 
the United States inspector at the 
cost of five dollars paid to the mem­ 
bers of the boat’s crew. 
We lugged 
liquor back and forth from city to 
city, bought it and sold it, drank It 
and gave it away until we grew tired 
of the entire performance and nobody 
seemed to think we were doing any­ 
thing out of the ordinary. 
“And when we were ready to re­ 
turn to Chicago,” the article declar­ 
ed, “we left the Florida coast in a 
bootlegger’s 
motorboat, 
met and 
boarded a rum schooner loaded with 
2,000 cases of Scotch whisky, rode 
this ship to the New Jersey coast, 
bought ten cases from the captain, 
landed it along with 200 other cases 
on the Jersey Coast, 
trucked it to 
Newark, packed it into trunks and 
shipped it to Chicago and sold it to 
Terry’s customers. Nobody interfer­ 
e d with us or questioned us; it was 
a1! in the day’s work."

REFINING PLANT 
DESTROYED IN FIRE 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 
IO.— 
Fire following an explosion destroy­ 
ed the plant of the Inter State Re­ 
finery, Incorporated, here late yes­ 
terday with loss estim ated at $200,- 
000. Flames shot from the windows 
of the building at times reaching 
te height of more than 150 feet. It 
was on of the most speculant fires 
in the history of Kansas City. Cause 
of the explosion has not been deter* 
mined. 
The building was destroyed in less 
than half an hour, a brisk breeze 
helping to fan the oil-fed flames. 
The building? was o* frame struc­ 
ture situated on a 6-acre tract. Wit­ 
nesses said the fire seemd to origi­ 
nate from oil filters 
on the inside. 
They were unable to estimate the 
number of filters. 
The flames did not spread 
to 
buildings in the vicinity. 
The dense smoke from the refin­ 
ery fire darkened the eastern sec­ 
tion of the city more than half an 
hour. The smoke clot ds could plain­ 
ly be seen from downtown 
office 
buildings.

Missouri School for tbe Blin .. While 
one of the State’s most worthy in­ 
stitutions it stands in the most at­ 
tractive part of St. Louis as an in­ 
stitution with which vary few resi­ 
dents of the State 
are 
familiar. 
Carrying on its work without the 
glare of publicity secured by other 
State Institutions 
because 
of 
the 
character cf their inmates, the facul­ 
ty of the Missouri School for the 
BPM are achieving wonderful 
re­ 
sults. 
Founded in 1851 by a number of 
private citizens who recognized the 
great need for such a 
institution, it 
was oprated until 1885 when it was 
taken over by the State. Two years 
later It was classified as an educa­ 
tional institurion, and the 
regular 
school curricula adopted. The school 
now has a kindergarten, grammar 
school and high school. 
It is con­ 
ducted by a board of managers of 
which Martin J. Collins, St. Louis, is 
pres’dent, and supported by a bien­ 
nial appropriation by the State legis­ 
lature which amounted to $60,000 
for the last period. 
Given every education: advantage 
In their private school, these blind 
children go to classes, read, write, 
and get their lessons the same as 
the children of the inbllc schools, 
although the system of teaching is 
necessarily quite diferent. 
While children with good eyesight 
are taught the beauties of nature 
and the wonders of the world by 
perception, the blind stud nts learn 
of the world by their sense of touch. 
The students are taught the braille 
system of reading. 
It is a system 
writing in which the characters are 
raised on the paper. 
Representing 
the letters of the 
alphabet 
the 
characters are composed of six rais­ 
ed dots, having a different formation 
for each letter. Once familiar with 
the alphabet the child can read by 
touching the characters almost as 
fast as the person who can see the 
letters on the printed page. An uni- 
quo library containing thousands of 
volumes of braille text books, his­ 
tories, and other literature is main- 
ta!ied by the institution. 
The braille system is used in all 
classe. 
In geography the students 
are taught to locate 
the 
various 
countries of 
the wo: Id 
and 
the 
states of the United States by the 
shape of the countries. 
They also 
learn to locate and recognize moun­ 
tains and streams by the use of re­ 
lief maps. 
These blind students are graded 
tho same as the student In the pub­ 
lic schools. 
They take their final 
examinations, 
which 
are 
usually 
typewritten. 
The iou *h system of 
typewritting is taught In the school 
and many of the students become 
proficient in the 
use of the ma­ 
chines. 
After the students have completed 
their course of instruction In the 
school and have passed all examina­ 
tions they are graduated, receiving 
a diploma and are eligible to enter 
any of th© higher schools of educa 
lion. 
The legislature has provided 
that for any blind student holding a 
diploma from tho Stat© school who 
desires to be a candidate for a de­ 
gree in a higher institution the State 
will pay $30 a month to provide him 
with a reader. 
One of the most amazing and un­ 
usual features of the school is the 
progress that these blind boys and 
girls make in athletics. 
There are 
boys* and girls* gymnasiums equip­ 
ped complete 
with 
indian 
clubs, 
wrestling mats, parallel bars, flying 
rin; 
leather horses, and climbing 
rods. 
A physical director is provid­ 
ed to instruct the students. 
Roller 
skating is a popular sport and is en­ 
joyed by the students 
immensely.

THIEVES RANSACKED 
THE DEATH CHAMBER

BERUN, July 7.—Even the anci­ 
ent death chamber of Wilhelm I in 
the old imperial palace on Unten den 
Linden has not proved Immune from 
the wave of thievery now sweeping 
ovr Berlin. 
A thief broke Into the room the 
other night by smashing a window 
and escaped with a number of valu­ 
able mementoes, among which was a 
gold plated silver communion ser­ 
vice, including the flagon, goblet and 
plate. 
Among other things 
taken 
were an oil painting of Wilhelm’s 
sister-in-law tho late Queen Elizabeth 
of Prussia; a golden hilted dagger 
set with pearls; several costly walk­ 
ing sticks and bronze broken from 
the frame of a large mirror. 
The incident brought to light how 
little this palace is known to the 
people of Berlin. The police report­ 
er who was covering the 
robbery, 
obliged to wait outside the building 
for permission to enter, utilized the 
time by trying an experiment with 
passers-by. 
Out of nine 
persons 
whom he asked where the Palace of 
Wilhelm I was, only one actually 
knew. Four of the people questioned 
were foreigners. 
The old palace lies just opposite 
the main buildings of the university 
of Berlin and a short distance from 
the 
former imperial 
castle. 
The 
castle overshadows the modest pal­ 
ace greatly and is often mistaken 
for the palace itself. 
Just off Unter den Linden, In a 
building also recently looted, 
the 
famous corner window from which 
the eider Wilhelm used to watch his

Defense Admitted Whip­ 
ping Claiming It Was 
“Within The Law”

LAKE CITY, Fla., July 7.—Thomas 
Walter Higginbotham was late today 
found guilty of the murder of Martin 
Tabert of North Dakota, in the sec­ 
ond degree, by a jury here. The jury 
was out one hour and twenty min­ 
utes. 
Higginbotham was sentenced to 
twenty 
years’ 
imprisonment. 
He 
was released on $10,000 bond pending 
hearing of appeal. 
The former convict whipping boss 
was accused of having caused the 
death of Tabert as the result of a 
beating administered wrhile the North 
Dakotan was serving a term in the 
Putnam Lumber 
Company 
convict 
leased camp. 
The 
trial 
consumed 
thirteen days. 
The death of Tabert finally result­ 
ed in an investigation of the whole 
convict 
leasing 
system 
and 
its 
abolishment by the Florida legisla­ 
ture. That body also prohibited cor­ 
poral punishment. 
Before the Flori­ 
da legislature convened the senate 
of North Dakota adopted a memorial 
asking the Florida law makers to in­ 
vestigate the death of Tabert. 
Higginbotham went on trial here 
IS days ago, the state charging him 
with 
having whipped 
Tabert 
so 
severely that it brought about traum­ 
atic pneumonia, which 
resulted 
in 
death four days after the whipping. 
The defense 
admitted 
the whip­ 
ping, but contended it was “within 
the law,” basing this on 
testimony 
adduced from witnesses 
that 
only 
from eight to ten lashes wTere struck. 
The Florida convict camp regulations 
at that time permitted adminsiter- 
jng as many as ten lashes. 
The de­ 
fense contended Tabert died 
from 
lobar pneumonia, using the Putnam 
Lumber Company’s physician, Dr. T. 
Capers Jones, as a witness. 
He tes­ 
tified there were no signs of trauma­ 
tism on the body when he examined 
Tabert. 
Tabert was whipped while serving 
as a convict in the lumber company’s 
carap January 27, 1922. The defense 
claimed he died on February 2. 
G. 
Crimson, assistant attorney 
general 
of North Dakota, 
investigated 
the 
death, spending several 
weeks 
in 
Florida. 
On his return to North Da- 
ko|*a/he submitted his findings to the 
North 
Dakota legislature, 
then in 
session which approved a resolution 
calling upon the state of Florida to 
investigate the arrest, conviction and 
death of Tabert. 
The Florida legislature, abiding by 
the request, appointed a joint com­ 
mittee and a thorough investigation 
followed. 
Testimony adduced from 
scores of witnesses resulted in dis­ 
missal from office of Sheriff J. ll. 
Jones and County Judge B. F. Wil­ 
lie of Leon county, who arrested and 
sentenced Tabert.

through Tallahassee and sentenced 
to three months imprisonment.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., July 13.—The ac­ 
quittal yesterday of George W. Bark- 
well, who 
was 
tried at Columbia, 
Mo., on a charge of murder in con­ 
nection with the lynching of James 
Scott, negro, 
was 
no surprise to 
Congressman L. C. Dyer of St. Louis, 
author 
of the 
anti-lynching bill 
brought before congress, he declared 
in a statement last night. 
“The verdict is what I expected/* 
said Mr. Dyer, “and furnishes more 
evidence of the failure to punish mob 
violence especially in cases of negro 
lynchings. 
It is a failure 
to 
give 
equal protection guaranteed by tho 
fourteenth amendment of the United 
States constitution. 
“This case merely furnishes addi­ 
tional evidence for the necessity of 
passing of a congressional 
bill to 
punish mob violence. 
There would 
be convictions if such 
cases 
were 
tried in the federal courts, and the 
result of these convictions would be 
that lynchings in the United States 
soon would cease.” 
Mr. Dyer 
then 
referred 
to sta­ 
tistics, which he said, showed that 
3,824 lynchings had 
been 
recorded 
during the last 35 years and in all 
these cases there had scarcely been 
a conviction.

Bread Griddle Cakes.— Take three 
or four slices of bread, or its equiva­ 
len t, cover with sour milk and let 
stand over night. 
If very dry, dip 
in cold water before adding to the 
milk. 
In the morning add egg anil 
soda and a little flour; beat well 
and cook os usual on a hot griddle. 
Bread Pudding.—Take two cup­ 
fu ls of stale bread, moisten with a 
little milk, add three eggs and beat 
'well Into the bread crumbs, adding 
(gradually one cupful of sugar and 
a quart of milk. Flavor with spices 
or extract, adding raisins or prated 
peel, If liked. Bake in a moderate 
oven until finn. 
Cracker Crumb Cake.— Take one 
;nnd one-half cupfuls of graham 
cracker crumbs; add one-half cup­ 
ful of flour, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of salt and one cupful of sugar. 
To one-quarter of a cupful of soft­ 
ened butter add two beaten eggs, 
one and one-half cupfuls of sweet 
milk, one teaspoonful of almond ex­ 
tract. 
Combine mixtures and beat 
until well mixed. 
Bake in a sheet 
or In Infers.

A T THIS season there is such a 
wealth of good things to choose 
that we need not suffer for variety. 
Soup 
of 
Green 
Peat.—Shell 
enough green peas to mdke a quart, 
add six cupfuls of water and a 
sprig of mint; cook until the peas 
are done, then add salt. 
Press 
through a colander, add two table* 
spoonfuls of sugar, one tablespoon­ 
ful of arrowroot and a little white 
pepper. Add to the liquor In which 
the peas were boiled, stir and cook 
until well cooked. 
Have ready a 
teaspoonful of meat extract dis­ 
solved in a little water and stir this 
into 
the 
soup 
when 
serving. 
Chicken or veal stock may be used 
instead of clear water to cook the 
peas, making a much more delicate 
soup. 
French Turnips.—Pare, cut Into 
dice and cook until tender one pint 
of small white turnips. Have ready 
the following sauce: To four table­ 
spoonfuls of flour, one teaspoonful 
of salt, one-half teaspoonful of pep­ 
per and four tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter add one pint of milk and stir 
the whole until it boils. 
Remove 
from the fire and add two well- 
beaten eggs, stir for a moment un­ 
til the eggs are set, add one-fourth 
of a cupful of scraped onion, then 
reheat. Remove from the heat and 
add the Juice of a large lemon. Stir 
rapidly and pour over the turnips 
In a hot vegetable dish. 
Sprinkle 
with

tablespoonful 
of 
finely- 
minced parsley and serve. 
Strawberry Venus.—Make a rich 
biscuit dough, using two cupfuls of 
flour, four teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, two tablespoonfuls of short­ 
ening, one-half teaspoonful of salt 
rind milk to make a mixture to roll. 
Roll out and cut into good-sized bis­ 
cuits and place on a plate, set into 
the steamer and steam for half an 
hour. Serve with a sauce prepared 
by mixing two cupfuls of powdered 
sugar with three-fourths of a cup­ 
ful of butter and when well-blended 
add a quart of crushed strawberries. 
Set In the Ice chest to chill and 
serve with the hot dumplings.
